TangiLM'. Aug. 7. — Tlie French 
charge d'affairs has made the follow- 
ing formal demands on the Moroccan 
government: 

First— That the Moroccan, authori- 
ties at Casabiauca place thatnaelves 
under the orders o,f the comm.ander of 
the French forces. 

Second — That the .security of the 
French citizens al Fez and other 
places in the interior be guaranteed. 

Third — Tiuit tiie Moroccan authori- 
ties liastcn reparation for the murder 
of Dr. JUuichamp. 

Fourth— That the Moroccan authori- 
ties expedite the preparations for the 
reform agreed upon l)y tlie Algoclrfus 
convention. 

Paris, Aug. 7.— The Tangier corre- 
spondent of the Petit Parislen says 
the seaport of El Aralsh is surround- 
ed by Khlot tribesmen, Who are ex- 
cited over the bombardment of Casa- 
blanca. ■ The' gates of the town have 
been shut The consuls there aro de- 
manding a warship. Now di.sturb- 
nncos have brolten out at Alcazar, in 
the Fez region. The French residents 
oC tRat locality will be Instructed to 
go to Tangier. 

Paris, Aug. 7. — The note communi- 
cated by the French government to the

Tangier, Aug. 7.— Minister of War 
Oalibess, lias doubled the niglit guards 
luM-i", has disarmed the soldier.s be- 
longing to the tribes around Casablan- 
ca, and lias forbidden the guards on 
the outsiurts cif Tangier to allow any 
Eurojieans to leave the city. 

Toulon, Aug. 7. — The ' toriiedo de- 
stroyers Arbaiat and Darde have been 
ordered to Morocco to carry dispatches 
between Tangier and Aigeclras. The 
orders for tne battleship Numancia to 
ail for Morocco have been revoked. 
The cruiser Rio de la Plata Is to take 
her place. 

Uerlln, Aug. 7.— Some discontent l.s 
evidenced in tho German press today 
111 the matter of the action taken by 
I'l-aru'o at Casablanca. The Cologne 
i/.etto says: "What one hundred 
llors succeeded In doing, could. In our 
tlinatlon, have been equally well ac- 
couililished by a force of policemen." 
Continuing, this paper expresses regret 
that the international police had not 
been more used. 

Tho Boorson Zcltung says: '"France 
has nccuplod Casablanca In order to

First Day of Military Control 
Passed Off Without 
, Incident 



Belfasl, Ireland, Aug. 7 — Troops 
touk possession of the streets of Pel- 
fast tills morning, and strong guards 
wore iiosted at tlie custom liou.so 
Kfiuiire .and otiier centres. Tliousands 
of citizens watcliod witli mixed feel- 
ings the inauguration of military con- 
trol of the city .as the i-csult of the 
strike and iiisurbordination. 

The first day of the military policing 
of IJeifast jiassed In alisoliite quiet. 
Tliere was no incident of any Iclnd, 
and the effect of tlie presence of tho 
troops on the business of tho city wa.s 
most excellent. Some of tho mills 
and factories that liad been closed wero 
reoriened, and others annonncod that 
tlie.\' will reopen tomorrow. More 
goods have been moved from tho docks 
than on any day since tho docker.s' 
atriko beg.in, and it is apparent that 
tho strikers and tlio carters will com- 
promise spcediU'. 

Tlio troops were withdrawn from 
the streets at ."> o'clock this afternoon. 
During tho evening commercial men 
cnmmontod favorablj' upon the great 
change for the better In tho situation, 
and they anticipated an early return 
to normal conditions. ,

But that, loo, was ii hurried journey, 
it was fifteen years ago; 1 had only 
jusL enlered man's estate, and was 
worn out from a variety of causes, 
including over work In Australia. I 
may say that It has been a source of 
pornianent regret witli mo that I did 
not step off from tho aheltorlng G. P. 
R during that trip and peg out some 
kind of a claim In the Dominion of 
Proniiso and Plenty; tho Jast and 
greaiost west; this twentieth century 
land of hope, about which I am pro- 
foundly convinced that It la going to 
be the greatest of ail great nations 
within the Empire, and tho greatest 
and best of the Americas. It seems ; 
to me that a glance In two directions 
establishes this: tho history of tho 
United States since their population 
was live million, and natural resources' j 
of Canada a.s at present exploited, 
without reference to tliosc infinitely 
greater resources which remain as yet 
untouched.

GERMAN CANAL PROJECT 

Proposal to Make Waterway Betv/con 
Hamburg and Bremen 

Hamburg, Aug. 7. — .\ gigantic i>ro- 
Joct for a new sliip canal between 
j Hamburg .and Bremen Is under coiisid- 
oratlon. 'Xln: new waterway, which 
is to be about 75 miles long, will mean 
an enormous saving of time in the pas- 
sage of vessels between the two llanso 
towns. 

At present they have to proceed 
down the ISIbe via Cu.xliaven Into the 
North Sea, and tiien up the AVoser via 
Breinon, or vice versa. This round- 
about way could bo saved by the deep- 
ening of a portion of the river AVnmmo 
svhich is alrc.arly navigable from Brem- 
en as fur as Baiienbiiiel;, and thence 
b.v ,a new canal )i;is:ang ilirniigh Tol- 
stcld and Alnisliurg, wliere Hie lOste, 
which needs dee|>eiiliig and can,allzing. 
winihl be joined and go \'!;i I'lixte- 
liuudi^ to the Jillbe near ilamburg. A 
similar project seventy years ago was 
abandoned owing to the lack of 
funds.

Sir David Gil! Delivers Atnnual Pre- 
sidential Address 

Lot?do:i, July 33.— Sir David Gill 
opened tl»e annual meeting of tho Bri- 
tish association with his pre- 
sidential address todaj', dealing en- 
tirely ,wlth astronomical Hubjocts. 
While it was probably the most tech- 
nical and least popular Inaugural ad- 
dress to which the association ever 
llstoned, it contained, nevertheless, a 
passage of extreme Interest to laymen. 
Referring to the revelation of the spec- 
taroscnpe that many of the nebulae 
were merely Inclioate masses of lu- 
miiiiiMH gas, .'■^Ir Jiavld said: 

"i-;\-|il(-iice iiiion evidence has ac- 
eumiilated to slunv that Such nebulae 
consists of matter out of which stars, 
thai ii^ siin«. iKii-e been and are being 
evolved. The different t.viies of star 
spectra form Hiich a complete and 
gradual sequence a.q to suggest that 
wi! have before us, written in the 
cr.vptogrtims nf these spectra, a com- 
plete story of the e\-o Iti I Inn of .sums 
from liichriato nebulae onwjirds to tho 
most active sun, IlUt' onr own and then 
downward to the alninst he.'itless, In- 
\"islble liall. The Period during which 
human life lias existed on our globe 
is pndiably Ino short, oven if our first 
parents Iiad hegini the work, to afford 
observational iirool" nf such a cycle 
of cliaiigi. in an.v partieiikir star, "hut 
the f;ict of such evolution with the 
evldiTico before us can hardly ho 
doubted. I most fully hellevo "tliat 
when liie mod ilient I mis of osseslrlal 
specira under siil'fleiciilly v,-iried cnu- 
dltlons of lemiiertittire, jiressure and 
(mvlroniiieiit liii\"o been further stud- 
ied this e(melusii)n \\'ill lie .greatly 
strengthened, but tiuit if we sttid.v wo 
must have regara also .to the s))ectra 
of the stars themselves. . 

The stars iiro tho^^ cruclblos of tho 
creator. There we .see matter under 
conditions of lenii )(?riature, pressure, 
and onviromnent, the i-ariety of wlileli 
wo cannot liii|ii- to einulato In our 
lahoratorlcs, and an .-i scale of niagni- 
tudn by which the ]>roi,orl inns of our 
greatest oxperliiicnts Is less than a 
drop of the oceiiti. The spectroscoiilc 
iistronnnier h;is in tli;mk the jihysiciKt 
and clieini.st for the foundation of his 
science, but the time is coming when 
tho astronomer will repay tho debt 



l)y wide reaching contributions to tho 
ver.v fundamental of chenilciil science. 

In another fine passage Sir David 
announced tho confirmation of Inspir- 
ing discovery, of which. South , Africa 
had tho first news. He said: "By pa- 
tient and long-continued labor In tho 
ininiito sifting of numerical results tlie 
grtind discovery lias been made that a 
gi"eat piirt of .siiiice, so far as wo liiive 
vlslbi,. Irnowledgo of il, is nccuplod by 
two streams traveling In opposite di- 
rections. Accurate mcasiironien Is have 
given us some certain knowledge as to 
tho distance of the stars within a cer- 
tain limited iiorlion of snaci>, and as 
Ihe cryritogranis of their' siiectra. has 
boon deciphered, the ama-/liig truth 
lliat the stars of both Ktn\-inis ;iro 
alike In design, alike in chemical con- 
stilution, and iiillte in process nf de- 
velopment, but wlioneo h.-n e come the 
two vast streams of matter out 
which has been evol\"ed tlies(> st.'irs 
tlial now move through .space in sucli 
uia.iestie i>roc(-ssion '.' 'I'he hundreds of 
millions of st/irs that cniiiPrlse these 
streams, arc. Ihey llie sole jionderable 
occupants of space',' However v.ast 
m;i\- be the system to wlilcii lliey be- 
long, that .system itself Is but a siieclc 
In lillmltable space. May it not be iiut 
one of miilions of such systiuns that 
pervade tho iiirinito'.' We do not know. 
Caiis't thou, by searching, find out 
God'.' Cans't thou find out tho Al- 
mighty unto ' perfet'tton'.'" 

Other points that Sir David brought 
out included - a statement that even 
with the scant material available, It 
now seemed certain that the sun's ac- 
tual velocity Hvas between' eighteen and 
twenty kllonietres a second, corres- 
ponding almost exactly with tho yearly 
motion of the sun. thrpugh space, and 
equal to quadruple tho distance of tho 
sun from the earth. 

Sir David appealed to the public and 
the government for funds to enable the 
survey from tho Cape Colony to Cairo 
to be completed so that the largest aro 
of meridian that can 'be measured on 
the earth's surface might be drawn. 
He also appealed for the. action In tho 
southern hemisphere of a" huge reflect- 
ing teIcscoi>£, of dimensions sltnllar 
to those of the American telescope cn 
Jilount 'Wilson. 

He enthusiastically welcomed the 
proposal of tho Carnegie institute to 
establish a meridian observatory In the 
southern hemisphere, saying the task 
11 ndort.i ken 1jy,..^eif an obscrvaioVy; Ijy 
tile Capo obsei^vatoryr andjflfcpogwltole,. 
by another

ed hy astronomcr.s of the future as tho 
most valuable contribution that -could 
ho made to a.ftronomy at th(5 present 
day. Taken in conjunction with the 
astrographic .survey of . the hoavon.s, 
now .so far advanced, it was an ojipor- 
tunlty that. If lost, never could ho made 
good. It was a work that would grow 
In value yearly, and one that would 
over ho romombercd . with gratitude by 
file astronomers of the future. 
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TITLES IN UNEXPECTED PLACES 

Tho claim of Mr. John Lawson, ma.s- 
ter of the Whitby Union workhouse, 
to a baronetcy conferred on an ances- 
tor In Stuart days, recalls many simi- 
lar claims' to titles, most of which 
were probably not as well-founded as 
that of Mr. Lawson. A good many 
years -ago there died at tho village of 
Dudley a Mr. George Wllmot, keeper 
of a turnpike gate, who, it was said, 
'if he had its rights,' should have died 
It^arl of Kent. A Drogheda millwright 
ind a- Dublin haker were credited with 
tlaims to the earldom of Tyrone; and 
tho heir to the barony of Fernborough 
was, according to the newspapers, dls- 
overed so comfortablye housed Jn a 
workhouse that even an assured cor- 
(;net could not lure him away. A Ber- 
mondsey grocer might, so It is said, 
place Viscount Allen over his shop- 
door; the Earldom of Roscommon Is 
supposed to belong to some obscure 
Dillon; and an Islington builder was 
reported to be only waiting 
for funds .to claim the Stafford ))o(m - 
agc.' A trunkmaker. wc know, m-ide 
a great fight for the ducal strawl)err.\- 
leaves of the Percys; and John Pro- 
vis, a carpoiitor, got twenty years' 
penal servitude for misguided 7.eal In 
claiming tho .Smytho baronetcy. 

A corrospondunt sends some otiier 
inslances of titles in unlil;ely id.-ices. 
.Sir 'I'liouias l-^chliii. the seventh liold- 
er of ti liar<metcy created so far back 
as 1721, conferred on his aneestiu-, ti 
haroii of llie Irish court of excluMiuer, 
served for many years as sub-constalilo 
and constable in the ranks of tlie 
Royal Irish "Constabul."iry. fi"oni which 
ho liad retired on a pension at the 
time of his death in I'.lOfi. Tlie l-Jarl 
of Kgiiiont, who succeeded lo the fam- 
ily honors as eighth earl, on the death 
of his lUnsmaii in ISU", was in an 
humble occnpation of life as keeiier of 
a town hall. 

In Burke's peerage it Is sltited that 
since tho deatli of Alan I,egge, tliird 
Lord Gardner, in November, ISSI), the 
riglit to the Baronies of G.'ir'lner has 
not, been estalillshed, tillhotigh .-in 
heir obviously exists. The heir is be- 
lieved to tie in Indlti, where ;i member 
of tho Gardner family married into an 
Indian native family. Since tlie death 
ot tho scvontli Karl of Milllnwn in 
Mtireli, ISfll, the succession to that 
earldom has not been eslalilisliod. It 
Is, however, believed to belong to a 
servant In a railway company In India. 

Warm Arctic Regions. . 

Tho Interesting fact that It may bo 
warmer In the Arctic regions than, in 
Britain was lUuHtrated hy a telegram 
recelvc'l recently from Tromso, nioro 
than 20n mlle.s within the Arctic circle.

To find Que- 
bec quite i''rench is a siirijrise to those 
■who have forgotten what history they 
'learned at scliboi. Montreal again in 
certain districts la as' French as Rouen 
and more so than CiUiiis. Once across 
the lalies, however, old l-^rance — not 
the language merely, but the very at- 
mosphere of the Franco of long ago—

Of the many attentions shown us 
since our arrival In Canada, none has 
been more delicate than that of the 
editor of the Colonist, who now wishes 
us to beconio his collaborator.

mother cotmtry, I tliinl; Is nndoubti^d; 
though I should greatly have liked 
,'inoro . extended . opportunities to inves- 
tigate tho relations of labor and capi- 
tal before my departure. 
' There are problems already sug- 
gesting themselves In tho future of 
.^Cahftda-fprobloms arising out of her 
owii'' domestic devoiopment — which 
will call for much wisdom, both from 
licr people anti her statesmen. It is 
not for mc to discuss thorn, but I be- 
lieve they will bo happily solved, and 
that the progress of tho Dominion 
.will go on imretarded to a point at 
which lier greatncs.s will not be ex- 
ceeded by that of any contemporary 
pcoplo. , .

I know of ■no part of the British 

Empire which will have in tho im- 
mediate future as great a fascination 
for stud'jnts of imperial problems .and 
imperial developments as this island 
country of Vancouver. Wo seem to 
be in the presence of a new England, 
standing at tlie gateway of the Pacliic 
and the awakening Orient beyond, 
just as the old land, centuries ago, 
stood on the farther side of the At- 
lantic v.teady to;, parjtioipate in the 
wonders of '' tiie how " wSrld . in the' 
near future there will be a great 
struggle for Ihe commerce of the 
Paclllc. The country that would win 
the laurels ol^ '.^ supremacy must not 
only be rich In natural resources. She 
must be guided and governed, and 
her resources nnist be developed by a 
race of lilgli morality, untiring energy 
and vigorous initiative. British Co- 
lumbia stands In a position of peculiar 
advantage to engage in tills struggle, 
iu)l In her own bolialf, but as tlie lit- 
toral representative of the Dominion 
of Canada and the British Empire. 
The beautiful cities of Victoria and 
A'anconver are eloquent of tho char- 
aetiT uL iiiv people. Behind her Bri- 
tish Coliniibla has the prk•eles^^ 
ti ensures of the Dominion lo draw 
upon, besides her own inexluuistible 
wealth. She Is already eciulppod with 
a railway which Is not only one of the 
greatest strategical assets of the Bri- 
tish Empire, but is also one of the 
most successful, because it Is one of 
the best managed commercjal under- 
takings In tho world. I mean the C. 
P. R. More than all these material 
assets, Hi-ltlsli t.'oluiubla Is saturated 
with tho spiritual and historical tradi- 
tions of Great Britain. She has 
absorbed the spirit of those traditions 
without their material encumbrances. 
Thus equipped, ive shall look with con- 
fidence to iJritish Columbia lo help 
maintain the I'lilon .lack upon the 
Paclllc as succ essfully as the eastern 
provinces of Canada have helped to 
maintain It upon the Atlantic. 

Of the serious problems that awjilt 
solutions I cannot presume to speak 
with authority. Put I might v»'iituie 
a note of Interrogation. You have the 
opium habit In your inldat. How long 
do you mean to . allow it? China Is 
herself taking steps with the approval 
of all civilized countries, to suppres.s 
It. Whether those steps be sincere or 
otherwise time alone can prove. But 
it would be an indelible disgrace if 
the opium habit were permitted to 
survive under the British flap after 
China had attempted, however unsuc- 
cessfully, to abolish It. There is a 
danger that we may come to look 
upon It too much as a curiosity and 
too little as a vice.

GOOD LOGS ARE HIGH IN PBICE 



Shinglos Aro Likely to Advance in 

Face of Increase in the 
\ Demand 



Vancouver, Aug. 6. — Prominent lum- 
bermen o( the province express the 
Vfew that every indicatioVi bearing on 
the lumber situation points to an In- 
creased demand for the product and 
a stllfoiilnir ill prices. 

Tlie price oC labor ;it present is fully 
52 per oeiil. liiglier than L\V(3 years agu. 
The I'rico oi: good logs, sucli as are 
required Cor the class of lumber now 
demanded, is from 40 to 50 per cent, 
higher than two years ago. Tlie ocst 
of tools and e<iuipnioru is also mnch 
higher tlian two years uro, and the 
lumber manufacturer claims tliat any 
lower margin tlian lie now obtains 
would bring hi.s profits below the line 
of safety. In fact a growing feeling is 
very mucli in evldeneo that conditions 
have reached a point lliat puts clieap 
lumber permanently on tlie list of 
thing.s tliat liave iJeon. 

Hitherto to a very large extent the 
prices obtainable by the British Co- 
lumbia mills for their output were do- 
liondont upon the demand of the 
ncrthwestern market, but it would 
seem now as if a big and permanent 
factor in the fixing of lumber price.^ 
Is being introduceU by the rapid 
growth of tlie foreign demand for 
British CoUimlila lumber. 

During the past six' months a yery 
general and persistent effort has ap- 
parentlv been In progress throughout 
the prairld provinces to bear the price 
of lumber. Various factors and re- 
ports have been made use of In sup- 
port of this eftorL 

. During the past winter, owing to ihe 
•ongBStlon' of railroad transportation, 
hdndreas of carloads of coast lumber 
were; hung up for months on roulo to 
nralrle points, and arrived at their 
destination too late for the require- 
ments which they were intended to 
meet: Those conslgiinnMits ranie rtrlli- 
bllng in, away Into spring, the conse- 
quence being tliat the majority of the 
dealers found themselves overstocked 
at the opening of the present season,

NEW HYDRANT CONNECTION 

Chief Deasy of Nelson Perfects Valu. 
able Fire- Fighting Appliance 

, Nelson, August C— Chief Deasy lias 
acquired a connection for a liydrant 
the first of its kind to be employed 
in Western Canada, the use of wliicli 
the chief claims, may mean the sav- 
ing of thousands of dollars In times o( 
emergencies. In ordinary cases when 
a hose has been connected with 
hydrant a second hose cannot be con- 
nected with the same hydrant unless 
the water- bo shut off. The new ap- 
pliance acquired by Nelson through 
Its tire chief obviates this difficulty. It 
Is attached to the second aperature on 
the hydrant when the first hose Is laid. 
^Vhen occasion arises for the connec-

— During the past 
few weeks hundreds ot tliousanda of 
dollars have been invested In Vancou- 
\'er Island and Malnlfind timber lljijilts 
by a recently organized syridlcsfte 'Com- 
posed, of Minnesota i\f\d Iowa capital- 
i.-^ts — m.jstlj' American sawmill-own- 
ers. The organization Is icnown a.s the 
North American Timber Company, 
with head oltices in St. I'aul. 

Its imrchases to dale comprise two 
liuniln-d and si.xty-one stjuare miles of 
tlnihei- limits — of wlilcli a hundred 
siin.-ire miles are located on the .M/iln- 
land and the remainder on Vancouver 
Island. Negotiations for an additional 
hundred square miles are now In })ro- 
grcss. The deals already closed .were 
on a spot-casli b.isis. 

At least six sawmills will be erected 
on the Island and on the Mainland. 
The forniei- will cut exclusively for 
tile exiinrt ir.i'le .and the latter for the 
Camuli.-ui iiiai-ket. .Shingl. '-mills will 
be inuludeil In the eqiiiinnent of eaeli 
plant. The comiiany lio|ji-.s to begin 
operations in Uciohcr of W'K'. year. 

Wiial do the recent deals represent? 
A total of tw^ hundred and sixty-one 
square miles means one hundred .and 
sixty-seven thousand and forty aCres.

"Of our purchases to date, one hun- 
dred miles of them are on the Main- 
land wlthiij^jfmi'h sixty to two hunxlred 
miles from'VijMctiuver; and the oHjers, 
or one hundred and si.xty-one square 
miles, are on the east and west coasts 
of Vancouver Island. At this minute 
we aro negotiating for an additional

ever, Is only a ln.'glnnlng, as wo ex- 
pect to pick up anywliere from _four 
hundred to five hundred , additional 
s(|uare miles of limits, realizing that 
timber will hi future not fall In price.

Tatsuya Kato, a special correspond- 
ent of tho Japanese- Trad0 Journal of 
Tokio, arrived in • VJctorla yesterday 
morning and as a' steerage passenger 
on board the Blue piuunel. liner Anttlo- 
chus, bound to Seattle, Pprtland, San 
Francisco and oUwr.u-.Unlted States 
points, with a vie.WH.ttp studying the 
conditions of Japan^Uu Immigrants, on 
the iPaclflc coast it 'fjrst hand. In 
order to a'6certaln conditions Mr. Kato, 
who was a war corrospondnt of his 
paper during tlie ^anchurlan i.cam- 
piilgn, canie as a 'all^erago. passenger. 

Mr. Kaio says he witnessed .the ar- 
rlv.1l of Prince Fushlml on board the 
British' cruiser ^lohmonth before 
leaving Yokohama. , Several Japanese 
cruisers and torj'odo destroyers went 
out to meet the British cruiser, firing 
salutes at sea. The Japanese fleet 
then formed on either side of tho Mon- 
mouth and escorted the vessel Into 
Tokio bay, where (ill the fleet were 
dressed with flags and tlie city was 
in gala dress. On the day following 
the landing Prince Fushlml enter- 
tained the officers of the Monmouth 
and they wore prosc-nled to the em- 
peror at Tokio. The Monmouth %.ftor- 
wards went to Yokosuka naval station, 
where the ship's company was enter- 
tained by Admiral Kamlmura. 

The Japanese correspondent was not 
highly impressed with the character 
of tho steerage passengers among 
whom he traveled across the Pacific, 
Mc said the Japanese who come to this 
coast were among the worst type of 
Japan. They were mostly uneducated 
countrymen, who having: heard tales 
of an Eldorado beyond the Pacific, had 
sold their lands for two or three hun- 
dred yen and set out to pick up riches 
hi this garden of the Uesperldes, A 
number of (hose who came by the An- 
tilochus lost nearly everything they 
possessed as a result of gambling on 
shipboard. They also drank consld* 
orably and were by no means such 
rcprcsenialives as tho newspaperman

Km]icror of the Celestial Kmplro con- 
gratulating lilin on his birthday and 
Incidentally praying for a constitution 
fin- China — the aim of the Chinese Em- 
pire Refonn Association. 

The telegram sent to Peking was as 
follows: 

Victnrlii, B. C. 
His JIajosty Emperor Kwang Su, 
care flis Honor the British am- 
bassador, Peking: 

Congratulations on your birthday. 
Wo iiray your Majesty soon to re- 
organize a constitution. 
The i'"lrst Chinese Kerorm Association. 

The cabiegraiii, if sent other than 
thrinigli tlie hands of tlu! British am- 
basstidor ;it Peking, would have slim 
chance of reaching the emperor, who 
Is In effect a. prisoner while the Em- 
press Dowager Tsl An rules China. 
Count Vay de Vaya, who passed 
through Victoria some months ago, in 
describing his visit to the Chinese 
Emperor said: "Upon one of the 
Islets of the Lotus lake stands d. sum- 
mer house, a very homely building, 
looking as though Its only purpose 
must be to shelter happiness-, but fate 
made a gloomy prison of IL There 
the young Emperor was confined In 
anguish, like a criminal, and never 
knowing whether the morrow would 
find him alive or lying at tho bottom 
of the lake. Poor young Emperor! 
Though he has r.igained Ills liberty— 
If leaving the l.sland for tho palace 
walls can be called freedom— his mind 
Is wrapped In darkness. His youth- 
ful dream of making his peojile happy 
has vanished for ever, llis lofty 
Ideals have crumbled to dust, and of 
Ills early counsellors some are in 
exile, others in the eternal silence." 

Kang Yu Wei, who was one of the 
eblet of tbe counsellors referred to, 
came to Victoria and forrned the 
Ciiineso F'mpiro Reform Association. 

'This association It Is that has 
cabled the Emperor asking that the 
country be given a constitution, some- 
thing the Emperor Is as powerless to 
do at present as Is the association 
Itself. The destiny <5t China at pre- 
sent is in the hands of tlio Dowager 
l'"mprcss, whose passing, however, 
cannot be far off. A\'hat may befall 
then is causing the nation anxiety. 

A Wiishlngton desjiatcli in this re- 
gard says U is because of tlie fear of 
early developments in China that the 
United .Slates battleship squadron Is 
being sent to the coast, not because 
of Japanese nctlon. Tlie despatch 
iidds: -'The administration here was 
I quietly apprised that the . health of 
the Dowager Empress .was falling 
j fast and that when she goes to join 
the "Guest.H on HlgW China will be- 
cr.me the prey of plotteriS seeking to 
overt lirnw the Manchu Tartar dynasty. 
At ibc s.imo time the powers are 
deemed likely to take advantage of 
the situation again .by going In for a 
p.nrtition of the empire, the .possible 
closing of the open door that means 
so much to America and .toward 
securing ^vlilcb American statesmen 
have nccnmpllahed so mueh. 

"Whatever happens a possible at- 
tempt to seize the government by n 
strong leader outside the present 
dynasty, or the exerting of the In 
fluence of tho same leader and others 
to restore the descendants of the 
Ming family to the throne — the 
chances are several to one that the 
powers will find an excuse to get into 
the game to subserve their own in- 
terests. It has been pointed out th.it 
when trouble comes the nation thai 
has the strongest navy in Paeilic 
waters will be likely to have the most 
Innuence with Chlnn. 

"The knowledge that a. crisii 
be reached at any time, and in all 
probability was not to be dol.-iycd be- 
yond a comparatively few niontlis, Is 
believed by tnuny to ba^■e had a great 
deal to do in determining Ibe ]ilans 
for sending the ballleship sriuadron to 
tlie Paeilic as sonn .-is possible. If 
tills uilili-rsla nd ing of tbe situation be 
correct. It would be impossible. of 
course, to get tbe gdvernni.^nt authori- 
ties to .admit tlie real purpiu-l of the 
naval movement ill this stage of the 
pi ()ceedinp;s. That there is lo be -i 
big inix-un over China is thr. rTrm 
belief of those whose private business 
nITnIrs on a large scale emhraee t.'rri- 
tory williin the .-iniiire. Americ.-i's 
commercial interests will demand, 
when stich lime comes, that It exert 
strong inlhieiiee with Chinese states- 
men and pnlllleal h'aders."

Many Interestiog Things to Be 
Seen. Between Kitselaas 
and Hazelton ' 

Hazelton, B.^C., July 'sp.-^pTlia. Coun- 
try along the Skeona from 'ilCUsHaas 

to Hazelton is largely e:ivon up to In- 
dians. A large part o£ tlie really good 
land along the banks of the river is 
occupied as reserves, and ; Indian ' vil- 
lages,'^' many of theni of considerable 
size, are numerous. The first of these 
to be passed after Kltsilaas rejoices 
in the name of Meanaklnlsht, but is 
usually known among thp^^-whlte In,- 
habltants of the neighborhoo'd as "Lif- 
tlc Heaven." jroanslclnisht Is a 
stronghold of Loidrs Day observance. 
On the Sabbatli no one does any work 
ashore and no steame boats are allow- 
ed to land freight. The laws of the 
place, both spiritual and social, are 
enforced by the Rev. Robeiit Tomlln- 
son,. a former Church .of England 
missionary, who left the mother 
church some- twenty years ago, -f and 
strubic o\it for himself. Mr. Tomlln- 
so'n was( -.In.' tlie .Naas river district, 
WoVltlng- among the Indians., there at 
the time of his hreak. From thoro ho 
came down ;to Kltmangan, a large In- 
dian village some . distance below 
Hazelton on the Skeona, and, being 
already known to the Indians thoie, 
he Induced about liftcen families to 
leave their native village and migrate 
•with him to Meansklnisht, where a 
new body politic was formed mider 
his direction. 

The population of iMeansklnlslU now 
numbers about forty souls, all being 
Indians except iMr. Tonilinson, lii.s 
wife, daughter antl two .sons, Robert 
and Richard, In the hands of wlioni 
rests tlio government of the village. 
The community is prosperous and well 
ordered. Under the laws made by Jlr. 
Tonilin.son and rigidly enforced by 
him, the Indians are neither allowed 
to drink, smoke noi swoar. All have 
their employment — some till the soil 
and others work In a sawmill under 
the direction of Mr. Tomlinson's two 
sons. The .spot is in fact a regular 
Utopia on a small scale. The Indians 
have their own school, .and also a 
large church, which with th.5 "skookum 
house'.' Is the most prciminent feature 
of tlie village as seen from the river. 

At Meansklnisht all traces of pag- 
anism have been done away wltll, but 
this Is far from being the case In the 
other and older villages ; along the 
rivor. 

At Kltmangar from whence came 
the population of Meansklnisht, the old 
and the new exfet alongside Of each 
other making a curious contrast, -The 
remains of the old village stand on 
a slightly rising ground overlooking 
the river. The huts are for the most 
part uninhabited, the Indians having 
moved Into better houses In the newer 
part of the town. The totem poles, 
however, keep guard in front of the 
decaying' buildings and continue to 
look dowjl on the river, as they did 
in the old days, before tlie cross had 
penetrated into the valley of the 
Skeeha: The poles are unusually large, 
and many of them show workmanship 
of a high order, although they are 
quite uncompromising in their sav- 
ftgorv afld interesting as they are, 
they' are doomed to disappear before 
the tide of civilization. The Indians 
are loathe to abandon their old ciis- 
toms and newly erected totem poles 
stand before many ot the houses In 
the modern village. These poles are, 
however, poor affairs and while tliey 
lack the savagery, they also lack the 
finish and the art ot the more ancient 
works. 

Andelum and Kl.skumpat, close to 
each other, but on opiioslte bank.s ot 
The rher a fev,- miles aliove Kltmare- 
gan offer a surprising contrast. In the 
one village the Indians have come 
under the Influence of the Salvation 
army, while in the other they have 
been left pretty much to themselves. 
At Andelum, the Salvation army vil- 
lage, the houses are all well and care- 
fully built of mill -lumber, cut by the 
Indians themeslvcs. The dwellings are 
arranged In a row facing the nver, 
each with a well tilled little garden 
plot In front. No totem poles are to 
be seen, but at nnr end of the \'ll- 
lage slanils the meeting house' to 
which the ^\■hole po|)ulatlon, men, 
women and children, resorts regularly 
on Sunday. The people are well dress- 
ed and prosperous looking and every- 
where is to be seep the neat, uniform 
of tlie army. 'Andelum represents the 
high water mark of civilization yet at- 
tained by the- Indians of this pro- 
vince.- • ■ _ 

At Kiskumpat everything is different. 
The Indians are nominally Christliins, 
Init especiall.\- among the older gene- 
rations many heathen custom.s- still 
hold sway. The village is dirty. Th<' 
houses are lll-buill and aro scatter./d 
finvwhere and evcrywhore, ■with. Hit any 
jittempt at orderly arrangement. 
There are no well kept gardens, and 
evervwhere roam half-starved ill-bred 
dogs. Before the village stands a for- 
est of totem poles, calculated to re- 
joice the heart of any anthropologist. 

In this village, among th* inhabited 
houses, stand one little shack, the resi- 
dent of which has not left It for close 
on :i score of years. It is inhabited 
onlv by a wooden elllgy, which sits 
staring' stolidly through the 'windows. 
In one hand is grasped an old flint 
lock musket, while in the other are 
held out three largo bullets. This im- 
age, whicli lias sat there f.ir close on 
two decades represents an Indian who 
shot himself. The story ,1s now almost 
forgotten, oven In the 'village Itsolf, 
but it appears that the linage was 
carved by the father of the dead man, 
' ,%Vho !Qlothed It in the suicide's gar- 
%inentB and set It in tlie house that it 
. might be a warning against the sin of 
self-destruction for all time to come. 
Just why the unfortunate Indian 
made away with himself no one seems 
to know. Ques'.loned on the subject, 
tlic Inhabitants of the village state that 
lie was "crazy." The wlilte men's story 
is that It was over a woman. 

The largest village in the •i\ iioh^ dis- 
trict is at liaKolton — in fact .Hazelton 
was an Indian , village before it was 
anything else. The old Hudson Bay 
company post, which Is the nucleus of 
the white settlement was placed there 
because the spot was a centre of trade 
for the Indians for miles round. Later 
a reserve was made round the village. 
Including the whole of the land at the 
junction of the Skeena 'and Bulkley 
river, for some distance up each. When 
tlio reserve was made, a small plot of 
land around the Jiudson Bay com- 
pany's )iost was oxi)nctod, and it is 
on this that the present town of Hazel- 
ton has giown ui). 

The position of tiio little town Is 
peculiar. It stands at the foot of a 
high bluff, on a plain which once the 



bed of tlie Skeena' riVer. The bluff it- 
self has been uphedv.ed gradually from 
the bed of the river, and on its face are 
two large terraces, each of which has 
In- its time been the bed of the river. 
On the second of these terraces Is lo- 
cated the old Indian village. I he ao- 
orlglnal population numbers about two 
hundred and fifty souls, and the In- 
dians arc all in a fairly prosperous 
condition.

Which Is f'^^'Jf \7 tie ' un ry 
whole race, and should, if I o country 
over boomes a tourist '"'^ 
attractive feature for globe tiotters 
The craves are all in the form of small 
houses anV in the majority of cases 
fn tlicse Httle dwellings -of the dead 
ire sm-ead out all that the deceased 
f;,ost valued during life. The box of 
the occupant ot the grave is an In- 
vailable feature, and In many cases 
the dead person's clothes are hung In 
Ihe mausoleum. A favorite dev ce 
is to hjLve the photograph of tlio de- 
ceased placed in some prominent posi- 
tion, either on the Interior or exterloi 
of the grave, and In several instances 
vour correspondent saw little tables 
bovered with offerings set In front of 
these pictures. It appears o he the 
custom to put the most cherished be- 
longings of the dead on these offer- 
tory tables. In front of one photograph 
of a young girl, your correspondent 
saw a gorgeously gilt tea set arranged 
Willie before another was a toilet sn, 
right down to the tooth brush. 

Manv ot the graves are provliled 
with grave stones of marble with gut 
letters, bearing the names of \le- 
torla and Vancouver stonecutters. 
Many of these bear the sign of the 
cross, ])laced there when first they 
were made, and In addition to this the 
totem of the deceasedi— a bear, a carl- 
boo or some other animal placed there 
by the relatives of the. deceased. 

The town of Hazelton Itself Is a 
prosperous little settlement, but to 
your correspondent it looked as If the 
future of the present townslte is cir- 
cumscribed. It Is true that It has a 
vcrv advantageous position near tho 
junction of the Skeena and Bulkley 
rivers, but it i ssurrounded by the In- 
dian reserve on three sides and by the 
river on the fourth, so as to preclude 
possibilitv of further expansion. It is 
an outnttlng point and nothing more. 
It has six stores all fully stocked and 
two very comfortable hotels, tho 
Oinlneca and the Hazelton. It is the 
headquarters for the legal administra- 
tion of the district and boasts a resi- 
dent magistrate, a court house and a 
Jail. The court house and jail are 
two quaint little hewn log cabins, each 
about 20x12 feet, roofed with cedar 
slats. The school, which Is attended 
by about fifteen white children. Is a 
similar little cabin. There Is also an- 
other larger school for Indians. The 
town lioasts one church and one resi- 
dent minister of the Churcli of Eng- 
land. 

The most con.spicuous characteristic 
ot Hazelton !s the abundancu pf horses 
and dogs. The town has a white 
])opu1ation of only about forty-live 
souls, but contains about 400 head of 
horses, and no one knows how many 
dogs. There are two large packing 
concerns, Charles Barrel's and Cata- 
llne's. These two linns alone between 
them own about uOO horses and 100 
mules. In tlie suniniei- all the sup- 
plies going into the Bulkley Valley 
and Omlnoca districts arc taken in on 
horseback, wlilie in winter the only 
means of communication is by dog 
train. During the summer pack trains 
are going in and out dally, and the 
lunount of supplies sent out from 
Hazelton Is astonishing. To keep 
linrses at Hazelton is an <;xp(Mi:;lve 
matter as may be Inferred fnnn the 
fact that oats cost $-1 per hundred 
liounds, while hay runs to about S50 
ton. This being the case, tlie ani- 
mals are all sent Into tho Bulkley 
Valley during the winter, where feed 
Is not so nigh, Hazelton being the 
sunim(-r head(iuarters only. 

One of the first Institutions In the 
north is tho Hazelton hospital. This 
stands on a reserve of 320 _acres 
granted by the government about out 
mile back of the town. It Is origin- . 
allv founded by the Methodist church , 
aliout three years ago, but Is now In j 
receipt of sup|)ort from the provincial | 
government also. The head officer is | 
Dr Wrinch, a splendid man for the i 
position, ijelng not only an excellent j 
practitioner with a wide knowledge of j 
conditions In the north, but also a, 
man of marked executive ability. Tli.' 
liosiiital contains fifteen beds and to , 
se live more are now being added. ' 
It Is lighted throughout by gas, whidi 
Is generated on the premises and has 
; complete water service. Numbers 
„f tii(. patients are Indians, provision 
r.n- their care being made by the gov- 
ernment. Dr. Wrinch has also .-ir- 
raiiged a system by means of which 
the services of the hospital slalf are 
nut at tho disposal ,bt all the ploneer.s 
of the north land at an Inslgnlllcnnt 
cost. /By this system all those who 
pay $1 a month regularly are entitled 
to' all that the institution can supjdy 
without further charge, ihls plan 
though but lately put Into effect is 
proving extremely popular and has 
been taken advantage of by nearly all 
thos having business tn the wilds.' 

The hospital has a splendid garden 
and In this Dr. Wrinch Is making the 
llrst experiments in liortlculture to be 
ciirried on in the country. So far his 
efforts have been crowned with the 
greatest success and the results, al- 
though at present by no means coin- 
plete.'go to show that almost .-inythlng 
can be- grown In the country- The 
doctor shows with pride a .splendid 
strawherrv tied which stood the frosts 
of the p.ast winter rind from which 
your correspondent had the pleasure 
of pU'klng some luscious berries. In 
addition to this he has cultivated cur- 
rants, such as liiive been grown no- 
where else In British Columbia, the 
fruit having attained the size of small 
gr.'ipes. Oats, biirley and fiill wheat 
have been ripened, and the doctor Is 
now experimenting with larger fruit, 
The qold of last winter was ' excep- 
tional," the -theriiiometer registering ' as 
low as r>3 degrees below -zero, wliil.' 
the usual minlmiun is only about ^0 
degrees. This killed several of the 
vr.ung apple trees, but was survived 
by the hardier varieties. Such a 
temperature was, however, tinpre- 
eedeiited, and for three winters pre- 
vious the fruit trees flourished. Even 
should the country prove unHuilable 
for larger fruit, it, will make one of 
Ihe best districts for strawberries, 
currants and gooseberries In British 
t^olumbla. 



PATRIOTIC ROMANCE 
ATTRACTS ATTENTION 



A. J. Dawson, One of the Touring 

British Journalists Author 
of Interesting Book 



The following concerning "The Mes- 
sage," the jiatrlotlc romance written 
by A, J. Dawson of the London Stand- 
ard, who forms one of the party of 
British Journalists who left Victoria 
this morning after a two< days' visit, 
appeared in a recent edition of tho 
Ottawa Free Press: 

"A no\'el which evivry Canadian 
should read, is "The .Message" by Mr. 
A. J. Dawson, an able i'^ngllsh writer. 
This book, as its name suggests, 
brings a now idea before tho people 
of England and the empire. It Is 
cleverly written — and as a storv is 
well worth reading. But, it is the sub- 
ject which It deals with which m ikes 
it one of the most Important books 
written for some time. It is a story 
of England of today and the possibly 
near future, and depict.s how England 
— gradually getting more and more 
careless as to iiillltar.\' and naval pro- 
tectkm of her Ijorders — and g.)lng on 
from bad lo worse is suddenly invad- 
ed liy a fJerman arin.v, and captured 
in a few days. Tiie plot and Idea are 
both natural and (Irai.iatie. Unt what 
i.s even more notieeabie in this hooli 
is the keen analysis which Mr. Haw- 
son gives of l':ngUsh social, religious 
and political conditions. While ap- 
parently rea<ling a lesson to the jires- 
ent government, he does not spare the 
opjiositlon, and goes even deejier into 
its riuestion — and shows the utter 
carelessness — of the avei'age I'higlish- 
man regarding matters of national liu- 
portiince. 11,.^ depicts the people of 
all classes as ignoniiit of the real oli- 
ligatlons of ''itizenship ai.d reveals a 
condition of ai'fairs (lulle similar lo 
what we ha\e here today in Canada. 

"One strong point lie makes is the 
strange fear wlilcli the average Briton 
has of in any manner Interfering with 



either the insularity of our sturdy 
forefathers or tho strength of our 
enemies luid ever been.' 

"The author gives a vivid picture 
of the national situation: . 'The exist- 
ence' of . large . and', growing- armies of 
absolutely- uhempldyed men; the in- 
sistence of the populace, and particu- 
larly the business nenple, upon the 
disbandment of regiments, and upon 
great naval and military reductions, 
involving further unemployment; tlio 
voting of considerable sums for dis- 
tribution among the iinemployed ; vio- 
lent opposition to the mere suggestion 
of .state aid lo enable tho unemployed 
of England to migrate to those paTrts 
of the empire which actually needed 
their labor: the Increasing, difficulty 
of tlie problem "What to-dO.:with our 
fjons"; the absolute refusal- of the na- 
tion to adrhlt of universal military ser- 
vice; the /fsuccessive closing by tariff 
of one foreign market after another 
against British manufactures, and the 
hysterical refusal of the people to pro- 
tect their own market.s from what was 
called the "dumping" Into them of the 
Huperlluous products ot other peoples. 
It is a queer catalogue with a rin^ of 
Insanity about it; but these were the 
merest comnionplaccK of life at that 
time; and the man -.vho rebelled 
against them was a crank.' 

"Mr. Dawson gives us a picture 
which Is remarkalile In its truth: 

"'With the newly and too easily 
acquired rights of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, with 'Its universal spread of 
education, cheap literature, there 
came, of course, increased knowledge, 
a wider outlook. No discipline came 
with It, and one of Its earliest pro- 
ducts was a nervous dread of being 
thought behind tlie time, of being call- 
i"d Ignorant, niirrow-mlnded, insular. 
People woulil do anytliing to avoid 
this. Broad-mleded. Catholic, toler- 
ant, cosmopolitan — these were the de- 
scriptive adjectives which all desired 
to earn for themselves.' 

Enough has been ounled of this 
book to show Its object and It.s trend. 
All who are thinkers should read It. 
It strikes at tho very root of the An- 
glo-Savon weakness in a strong and 
unusual manner."

State 



Edmonton, Aug. 7. — J. S. Fonn, Spo- 
kane, and J. W. i.''rank, of Reno, Neb., 
liavc returned from Korl: McKay, on 
the Athabasca river. Mr. Pcnii repre- 
sents the British American Oil com- 
pany, of Seattle, and Mr. I/rank Is a 
mining expert who has located paying 
oil wells in California. He describes 
tho northern oil lields - as equal tn 
or greater tlian In California. He 
visited Count Hanlestcln's camp, but 
does not think the count will find oil. 

Ho says the oil riins In channels, and 
it requires considerable experience and 
skill to locate one of the oil channels. 
He located three oil channels for the 
British American Oil company. Speak- 
ing of asphaltum, Mr. Frank said that 
there is enough asphaltum on tho 
Athabasca river to pave tlic streets of 
all tho cities In the world, and it 
would be manufactured for paving 
purposes at small cost. All that the 
country needs, said Mr. Frank, is rail- 
ways and capital will How there for 
the exploitation of Its oil resources.

If tlio Capital City Packing Com- 
pany atlcmiits to operate with nets in 
Cuuiclian Bay under the lease recent- 
ly granted by the Domlnibri' govern- 
ment, the provincial authorities will 
in all probability appeal to tho court!! 
to restrain It. 

Such Is the information whicli has 
been conveyed to the nien"ibers of the 
Vancouver Island l'"ish and Oanic Cluli. 
Last evening a resolution wa.s adopted 
al the annual meeting commending 
the action of the iirovinclai govcru- 
nicnt ,-ind condemning tiie Dominion 
autiiorities for their action. In the 
discussion which iircceded the pas.sing 
of tiie resolution which carried unaii>- 
mousli,-, several references were made 
to tho recent meeting at Duncan's, 
wiiere llaipii Smith and Professor 
Prince liad endeavored lo justify th(! 
action of tlie Dnnilnion governiiionl. 
The sUilenient was made that Mr. 
Smith's action on this occasion would 
cost him his seat at tho next election. 

The . .resolution road: "That this 
club wishes to express, its appreciation 
of the action taiten .by tlie prnvinc lal 
government - in protesting aKainsi the 
Dominion government's having grant- 
ed a lease to the Capital City Canning 
Company giving that company the Ex- 
clusive right for a term of years to 
fish with nets for salmon in Cowlclian 
Bay and the ildal waters ,of the 
Cowichan river and that this club 
learns with .satisfaction that the pro- 
vincial government intends taking the 
matter before the courts should such 
!i step become necessary." 

The club also adopted a resolution 
calling upon the iirovincial govern- 
irienl to enforce ;i gun tax In order to 
raise , money lo enforce the law. The 
lesolutlon voiced the opinion that the 
game laws were virtually a dead letter 
tiironghout the province, and 11 was 
admitted by the nicmliers speaking to 
the resolution that it was unfair o 
call upon the province to expend puii- 
11c monies in protecting tlie game 
without lowing on tho sportsmen who 
benetited thereby . It w.as pointed onl 
that ,'i lax of $3 jier gun would result 
in the raising of over $12,000, whicli 
would be more than amnlc. 

The opinion was expressed by Major 
MacFariane that such a measure 
would he favoi-ed by the farmers. 
Tliey are bothered by the Indiscrim- 
inate tiring of alleged sportsrnen upon 
their i)roperty and yet they are loathe 
to take ;iny action fetirliig retaliation. 
They would be prepared to favor any 
resolution, which would place tho 
regulation of matters of this kind in 
the hands of government inspectors 
who could be called upon to act when 
needed.

SPOKANE'S LAST TRIP . 

Will Leave Tomorrow Afternoon With 
Tourists for Alaskan Ports 

Tlie steamer Spokane, Capt. Carroll, 
will le.a\'e tomorrow iifternoon on her 
last trip of the season to Alaskan ports, 
carrying a largo cnmplcment of tour- 
ists. Capt. Carroll holds tho record 
of the pioneer captains to sail In 
Alaskan waters and is known to tour- 
ists all over tho United States. He 
first went north In ISSO and since then, 
with tlie exconiion of two years he 
was on shore duty, he has navigated 
vessels from tho Sound to Alaska wa- 
ters. In 1SS2 ho made the first trip 
to Mulr glacier on tiie old side-wheel 
steamer Dakota. On this trip ho had 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles as a passenger. 
Ho was' also with a party on a gov- 
ernment exploration trip. 

At that time Muir glacier could he 
approached to within a short distance 
and a party landed and explored the 
glacier for several miles baclt. In 
1896 a house was' built Inside of Mulr 
inlet by a party of explorers, which 
still stands, although fwlsted .com- 
pletely out of sTiape by the Ice. 

Captain Carroll states that 'JHuir 
glacier has receded for a distance of 
five miles and that i^t has nothing of 
the appearance of former days. 

"Where the big glacier was about 
two miles across the face before the 
earthquake In 1898, it Is at least nine 
miles now, was the statement made 
yesterday by Captain 'Carroll. "The 
glacier has receded rapidly ever since 
and at present is very dangerous to 
Ql>rii'oach on the northwest arm. Tho 
island that could be seen before tlie 
e.irtlKiuako has grown to an immense 
si-/.e, due to the glacier breaking up. 
This Island has formed the glacier into 
two arm.s. The northeast arm -is in 
about the same position and has not 
receded any. Huge pieces of lce"can 
be seen failing from it at all times and 
tho bay Is completely filled with Ice- 
bergs. The glacier here is one mass 
of pinnacles. 

"It was impossible to got close to 
this arm on iiccount of the ice. The 
northwest arm slopes back for mllos 
and is filled with large crevices. For 
the first time in history the Spokane 
was alile to get in behind iMount 
Wright. At the time the vessel was 
tliere a clear waterway caused by the 
receding ami nf the glacier, ran direct- 
ly in baciv of the mountain and the 
siilp wa.'; run in as f:ir as pos.slblo. 

"le-- was seen as soon as Icy straits 
woi-e enlered and, it w;is iiei-e.ssary to 
go under slow bell for tlic rest of" tho 
voyage. Large Icebergs were contin- 
ually encountered, .some of lliom rang- 
ing from thirty to forty feet. In height."

SEAIilAHIP PREVENTS ACCIDENT 



New Propeller Being Tested by Kos- 
I 'mos Liner on Voyage Frpm Ham- 
burg to This Coast 



But for .good seamanship there 
would -havo beea a collision yesterday 
at the outer dock between the Jap- 
anese liner 'Rlojun Maru, Capt. D. G. 
Lapraik, Inward from the I''ar East 
and the British ship Holt Hill, dis- 
chargrlhg-- oatgo at -the outer dock; The 
Blojun Maru was approaching her 
berth, at the old wharf with good 
headway when the tjde sweeping 
across ■ the wall at the end of the long 
pier throw the bow 'over so that the 
[itcamer's bow was toward the side o»; 
the Holt Hill. For a moment It soonuHl 
that the steamer would Ktrlko the 
•sailing ve.ssel, biit tlio port anchor of 
the lilojun JIaru was hurriedly <irop- 
ped and held, swinging the vessel's 
bow, and the bumping of her stern 
quarter against the end of the dock 
completed the work. Tjlnos were put 
ashore and the Riojun Maru iiinoied. 
There was no little oxcitomeut at llie 
time of the happening. 

The Riojun Jlaru brought 22S pas- 
sengers and a large cargo, including 
heavy shipments «f new tea, matting, 
silk and general mercliandlsr,. Among 
the passengers was Dr. AVataso, pro- 
fessor of zoology at the Imperial 
"IJnivorslty at Tolcio, who i.i bound to 
■Jio.Nluu to attend a cnnvontion of 
^.oologists. Ho stated that little could 
now -be beard in .Tapan with regard 
to the qiicstioii that had arisen about 
the treatment of his countrymen in 
California. 'I'lie Japano.se people were 
calmly, awaiting a settlement, trusting 
that iin amicable arranginnent would 
he rcaelied. When he left Japan pub- 
lic attention whs all directed toward 
Korea,, wheie, following the abdica.- 
■tion of the Emperor. oj Korea, exciting 
limes were reported. The crown 
prince to whom the throne passed Is 
not popular with tl;e Japanese and his 
tenure of the portion is not expected 
to' bo of Ifmg duration. Otlior saloon 
]iassengers of the stoariicr were T. F. 
Kenton, a British engineer, home- 
ward bound from the Orient;, K. Nak- 
ano, bound to New York, and S. Sug- 
anuma, bound to San Francisco. 
There wore fll'toon second class and 
20!) steerage. For Victoria there were 
3 2G Japanese of whom 107 arc stated 
to be l>onnd to. Vancouver and 19 
Chinese. 

The-Rioiun Maru landed 223 tons of 
general freight at the outer doek. 
mostiv Chinese and J>\panese mer- 
chandise. Tlie cargo included over 
i.OOn tons of new tea loaded at Kec- 
lung. li'orraosa; and Shlmtzu, South 
Japan.

Anyhow 
within six weeks tile Dally Couranl 
had iiasscd into the hands ot another 
and stronger publisher. This was .Mr. 
.Samuel Buckley, whose business was 
at the sign df the Dolphin, in Little 
Britain. Buckley was at once an ar- 
I'lvod and a coming man. l-lo was 
owner of the Monthly Hoglster, and he 
was to be publisher of Stccie and Ad- 
dis'on's Spectator. 

AV'here, precisely, did the King's 
Arms tavern stand'? Mallet's imprint 
sa.N-s "at l'"leet Bridge." Fleet Itridgo 
connected Fleet .street With Ludgalc 
Hill in the many eentnrles diirlug 
which.

ACCUMULATOR. CARS V ;; : 

Are Being Operated ,0n Three German 
' Railway-' Lines . . ' 

Since Pobruary last . accumulator ' 
cars have been running on throe ,llnes, 
starting from ;:Malnz, •or,.Mayence'. The 
arraiigenien'ts liave ■ been ' made by the 
Prussian railway department, which, 
by .special agreeinent, also controls the 
Hessian railways; Mainz is situated In 
the Grand Duchy of Hessen.i.The lines 
go from Mainz to Oppehheini, to In-- 
golheim, and to Busscllieim, and their 
length are respectively- 20.4, 18.1, and 
12.3 klloniotros (about 12, 11, and 8 
miles). The new cars run six or four 
times a, dfl!y, and the niaxiinuni speed 
Is 45 Itllometres (2S iiiiios) per iiour; 
the average speed Is about HI kilome- 
tres, and on the shortest of the three 
routes 36.5 kilometres. Tho carriages 
are three-axle cars, built or altered 
at Tempelhof for this Purpose. TIio . 
cars have a lenptli of 12.1! metres (40 
ft.), and arc divided into six tliird-clasa 
coiiipartmonts, each .accommodating' : 
ten passengers. Tho batteries W(!ro ■, 
sup])Ilcd by the Acemnulatoren-Fabrilc 
A.-G., of Berlin, and consist ol! 100 
cells of about 200 ainpore-nours capa- 
city, cacli weighing 5.-i kilogrammes • 
(121 lb.), and containing four positive ;. 
and five negative electrodes. The di- 
men.slons of tlio cells are: Width, ."538 
niilliinetres; length, 12,5 millimetres; 
iieight. 'IIS milliinetres (13.3 in., 4.9 in., 
17. (i in.) Seven or eiglit of lliese cells 
are idaced in boxes which fit into the ' 
recesses under tiie scats. The con- 
tainers iire scaled, and the gase.s evolv- 
ed are discliarged through pipes out- 
side tiie car. The c;ir battery weighs 
altogetiier about 10 ton;;, and yields 
(IS..-) kilowatt-hours— lliat is, 7 watt- • ' 
liotirs j)cr kilogratnnie (if all weight ■ 
complete; this is approximately the 
energy got out ot stationary ijatterles. 
The batteries are rcchiirged in Maliiz, 
as the charge suffices for ,a journey 
of 110 kilometres at tlie maximum s])eecl. 
Tlio same ear travels tv.'ice a. day to 
ritisseilieim and back, or makes one 
return journey eitiier to Ingelhelm or 
(.Ippeiilielm ; tlie alternative is to make 
eacli car travel once a day the short- ■ 
est rout.> and one of the longer 
routes, which uould bring tiio distance 
traversed ui> to about (10 kilometres 
(37 miles.) 'I'he cars are provided with 
cabs I'or the drl>'er and conductor at 
etich end; tiiese cabs are aiiove the 
floor level, and aiiproached li.\- steps. 
Tho electrical ctpiipmoiu w.is made 
liy tho Slcmens-Sehuckcrt-AVerke. The 
two motors, each of 2B horse-power, 
can bo coupled In series or parallel 
and drive the front or the rear wheel 
through tootiied gearing. The full 
car weighs 3S toils, of which 10 tons 
are liorne liy tho middle axle, and 7 
tons by eacdi of tho end axles, wlllch 
are made of nickel steel, and provided 
witli special steel springs. — Knglneer- 
ing.
